DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 

Bernie Sanders sharpened 
the contrast with Hillary 
Rodham Clinton on a bevy 
of liberal causes, casting 
himself as a principled pro¬ 
gressive before thousands 
of Iowa Democrats in an 
appearance that could 
set the tone for the lead- 
off presidential caucuses in 
February. 

Sanders, the independent 
Vermont senator, never 
mentioned Clinton by 
name Saturday night at the 
high-profile fundraising din¬ 
ner but implicitly criticized 
her delayed opposition to 
the Trans-Pacific Partner¬ 
ship and Keystone XL pipe¬ 
line as well as her vote in 
favor of the Iraq war and 
passage of the Defense 
of Marriage Act during her 
husband’s administration 
that allowed states to re¬ 
fuse to recognize same-sex 
marriages approved under 
the laws of ofher states. 
Sanders vowed “not to 
abandon any segment of 
American society whether 
you’re gay or black or Lati¬ 
no or poor or working class 
— just because it is politi¬ 
cally expedient at a given 
time.” 

“I promise you tonight as 
your president I will govern 
based on principle not poll 
numbers," Sanders said, 
eliciting roars from his sup¬ 
porters. 

Clinton did not respond 
in kind, making the case 
that she would be best 
equipped to take on the 
Republicans. “I hear Don¬ 
ald Trump when he says 
we have to make America 
great again," Clinton said. 
“America is great — we just 
have to make it fair and 
just." 

Clinton and Sanders sit 
atop a Democratic presi¬ 
dential field that was ef¬ 
fectively pared down to 
two after Vice President 
Joe Biden announced this 
week he would not seek 
the nomination. 

Clinton made a direct ap¬ 
peal to Biden’s supporters, 
saying that the vice presi¬ 
dent has been at Obama's 


side every step of the way. 
“He has fought passionate¬ 
ly for middle-class families 
and middle-class values,” 
she said. 

Former Maryland Gov. 
Martin O'Malley, who trails 
both by a wide margin, 
reached for a breakout 
performance at the din¬ 
ner, presenting himself as a 
fresh face in the party, who 
got things done in his home 
state. 

“We cannot move beyond 
today’s gridlocked politics 
by returning to the divisions 
of our past," O'Malley said. 
“I’m not about that." 

The speech marked a more 
aggressive turn by Sanders, 
who struggled at times to 
scrutinize Clinton’s record 
during the first Democratic 
presidential debate in Las 
Vegas earlier this month. 

In that encounter, Clinton 
offered a full-throated re¬ 
buke of Sanders' record on 
gun control, noting his op¬ 
position to the 1993 Brady 
Bill that mandated federal 
background checks on 
firearm purchases and his 
backing of a 2005 law that 
shields gun manufactur¬ 
ers, distributors and dealers 
from most liability lawsuits. 
This time, Clinton only 
made a passing reference 
to Sanders on gun control, 
saying, “I won't be silent" 
on the issue. 

Clinton placed third in the 
Iowa caucuses in 2008 be¬ 
hind Barack Obama and 
has since built a formidable 
organization to power her 
to victory here. 

Clinton is now presenting 
herself as Obama’s heir, 
warning that Republicans 
would seek to slash taxes 
for the wealthy and repeal 
the president’s signature 
health care reform law. 

“I'm running as a proud 
Democrat,” the former 
secretary of state said to a 
large cheering section that 
waved blue neon sticks. 
“We need to defend the 
progress we’ve made un¬ 
der President Obama and 
build on it until the recovery 
is secure." 

But Republicans insisted 
Saturday that today’s Hill¬ 
ary Clinton is the same one 
who ran eight years agoO

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican voters view Don¬ 
ald Trump as their strongest 
general election candi¬ 
date, according to an As¬ 
sociated Press-GfK poll that 
highlights the sharp con¬ 
trast between the party’s 
voters and its top profes¬ 
sionals regarding the bil¬ 
lionaire businessman’s ulti¬ 
mate political strength. 
Seven in 10 Republican 
and Republican-leaning 
registered voters say Trump 
could win in November 
2016 if he is nominated, 
and that’s the most who 
say so of any candidate. 
By comparison, 6 in 10 say 
the same for retired neuro¬ 
surgeon Ben Carson, who, 
like Trump, has tapped into 
the powerful wave of anti¬ 
establishment anger defin¬ 
ing the early phases of fhe 
2016 confest. 

"It’s the lifelong establish¬ 
ment politicians on both 
sides that rub me the 
wrong way,” said regis¬ 
tered Republican Joe Selig, 
a 60-year-old carpenter 


from Vallejo, California. “I 
think Trump is more elect- 
able. He’s strong. We need 
strength these days.” 

Trump and Carson are con¬ 
sidered among the least 
electable general election 
candidates by the Repub¬ 
lican Party's professionals, 
those who are in the busi¬ 
ness of helping candidates 
run campaigns and win 
elections. 

Experienced political strat¬ 
egists note that winning a 
general election and win¬ 


ning the Republican nomi¬ 
nation are often very differ¬ 
ent tasks. The Republican 
Party’s most conservative 
voters — a group that is 
older and whiter than the 
nation as a whole — wield 
extraordinary influence in 
picking the nominee. Inde¬ 
pendents, moderate voters 
and minorities are far more 
important in general elec¬ 
tions that draw many more 
people to the polls. 

While Trump and Carson 
are popular in primary 


election polls, both have 
used divisive rhetoric in re¬ 
cent months that alienat¬ 
ed some minorities. Trump 
called Mexican immigrants 
rapists and criminals during 
his announcement speech; 
while Carson said he would 
not support a Muslim presi¬ 
dential candidate. 
“Republicans think (Demo¬ 
crat) Hillary (Rodham Clin¬ 
ton) is weaker than she is. 
They are wrong,” said Re¬ 
publican operative Katie 
Packer, who was deputy 
campaign manager for 
2012 Republican nominee 
Mitt Romney. “They think 
we don't need to win more 
women or more Hispanics 
to win. They’re wrong.” 
Former Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush, who has embraced 
a welcoming tone with His¬ 
panics, tops the field of ex¬ 
perienced political leaders 
on the question of elect- 
ability, running about even 
with Carson and slightly be¬ 
hind Trump. 

Six in 10 Republicans say 
Bush could win the general 
election and 54 percent 
say the same about Florida 
Sen. Marco Rubio. There’s 


a drop-off among the rest 
of the crowded 2016 Re¬ 
publican class. None of the 
other candidates is viewed 
as electable in a general 
election by more than half 
of Republican voters. 
Carson and Trump are the 
candidates most likely to 
receive positive ratings 
from Republican voters, 
with 65 percent saying they 
have a favorable opinion 
of Carson and 58 percent 
saying the same of Trump. 
Republicans are somewhat 
less excited about Bush, 
with 48 percent giving him 
a favorable rating. 

Trump and Bush have the 
highest negative ratings 
within their own party: 37 
percent of Republican vot¬ 
ers say they have an un¬ 
favorable opinion of Bush 
and 36 percent say the 
same of Trump. 

Their negatives are even 
more pronounced among 
the broader electorate. 
The AP-GfK poll found 
Trump is viewed unfavor¬ 
ably by 57 percent of those 
surveyed, the highest neg¬ 
atives of any Republican 
candidate. □

STILLWATER, Okla. (AP) — A 

woman facing second-de¬ 
gree murder charges after 
authorities said she plowed 
a car into the crowd at the 
Oklahoma State University 
homecoming parade may 
suffer from a mental illness 
and was not drinking alco¬ 
hol before the crash, her 
lawyer said on Sunday. 
Adacia Chambers, 25, was 
arrested after the crash on 
a driving while under the 
influence charge, and po¬ 
lice said Sunday that she 
was also being held on four 
charges of second-degree 
murder. 

Defense attorney Tony 
Coleman said Chambers 
did not smell of alcohol 
when he met her hours af¬ 
ter the crash and did not 
appear to be someone 
who had been in a “drunk¬ 
en stupor.” Police are 
awaiting blood tests to de¬ 
termine if she was impaired 
by drugs or alcohol. 

“I absolutely can rule out 
alcohol,” Coleman told a 
press conference, adding 
that he had spoken to her 
aunt, grandmother and 
boyfriend and all had said 
she was not drinking. 

“She doesn’t remember a 
whole lot about what hap¬ 
pened. There was a period 
where I think ... she could 
have even blacked out,” 
Coleman said. Chambers 
only recalls people remov¬ 
ing her from the car and 
being extremely confused, 
he said. 


Witnesses described a 
scene of chaos as bodies 
flew into the air from the 
impact and landed on the 
road. Three adults and a 
2-year-old boy were killed 
and 47 others hurt, includ¬ 
ing at least four critically in¬ 
jured. Hospitals initially said 
five were critically injured 
but one of those was up¬ 
graded to fair condition on 
Sunday. 

The dead were identified 
as Nakita Prabhakar Nakal, 
23, an MBA student from In¬ 
dia at the University of Cen¬ 
tral Oklahoma in Edmond, 
and a married couple, 
Bonnie Jean Stone and 
Marvin Lyle Stone, both 65, 
of Stillwater. Marvin Stone 
was a retired professor of 
agricultural engineering, 
who had been popular 
with students, a colleague 
said. 

“He was loved by students 
and one of the best teach¬ 
ers we had,” said Ron El¬ 
liott, the former head of the 
Biosystems and Agricultural 
Engineering Department 
at OSU. “He just really had 
a gift for connecting with 
students and helping them 
learn,” Elliott said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. 

A man who was standing 
next to one of the critically 
injured at the parade said 
all he remembers is a sound 
and then Leo Schmitz, his 
stepfather, was gone. 

Mark McNitt said he went 
to the parade with his wife, 
mother and stepfather 
Schmitz. 

“All I remember is a gush of 


wind and then the sound, 
and then Leo, who was 
standing next to me, wasn’t 
standing next to me,” said 
McNitt, whose leg was 
slightly injured. He was 
overcome by emotion at 
times as he spoke to a press 
conference at the Univer¬ 
sity of Oklahoma Medical 
Center, where Schmitz was 
being treated. 

Konda Walker, an OSU 
graduate who was in Still¬ 
water with her sister to cel¬ 
ebrate homecoming, said 
she was only about 50 feet 
from the crash scene. 

She said it took her a few 
seconds to process what 
had happened. There were 
bodies and injured people 
lying “all over the place,” 
Walker said. 

“One woman was a crum¬ 
pled mess on the road. They 
turned her over and started 


CPR. We realized she didn’t 
make it,” she said. 
Forty-seven people were 
injured, including nine chil¬ 
dren 10-year-old or young¬ 
er. Five adults were listed as 
critical on Sunday morning. 
At the corner of the in¬ 
tersection where the sus¬ 
pect’s car came to a stop, 
a makeshift memorial con¬ 
tinued to grow. By Sunday 
afternoon, there were bal¬ 
loons, flowers, stuffed ted¬ 
dy bears and candles with 
black and orange ribbons 
tied around them, for the 
school’s colors. A hand¬ 
made sign read “It’s always 
darkest before dawn. Stay 
strong.” 

Anthea Lewis had tears in 
her eyes on Sunday as she 
placed a child’s hat with 
an Oklahoma State Univer¬ 
sity logo at the base of the

Alaska man stranded in Russia after flight canceled 
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Airbnb battles hostile ballot measure in San Francisco

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Travelers worldwide may 
love using Airbnb to book 
vacation stays, but the 
company that revolution¬ 
ized home-sharing faces 
a hostile ballot measure in 
the city where it was found¬ 
ed. Proposition F on the 
Nov. 3 San Francisco ballot 
would limit short-term rent¬ 
als to 75 days a year and 
require hosting companies 
such as Airbnb to yank list¬ 
ings that violate the limit. 
The city would be required 
to notify neighbors when 
a person registers to host. 
The measure would enable 
pricey lawsuit damages 
against violators, including 
the hosting platform. Cur¬ 
rent city law limits un-host- 
ed rentals to 90 days. There 
are no limits on hosted rent¬ 
als. 

Airbnb, by far the largest 
home-share platform in 
the city and in the world, 
has donated $8 million and 
counting to defeat the 
proposed ordinance. It has 
saturated television with 
ads. 

Backers of the measure say 
the demand for vacation 
stays is sucking up scarce 


housing, adding to the 
city’s unaffordability and 
destroying what makes San 
Francisco neighborhoods 
unique. 

Landlords, they say, have a 
financial incentive to rent 
short-term rather than take 
on long-term tenants, espe¬ 
cially in popular neighbor¬ 
hoods such as the Mission 
District. Proponents have 
reported raising $350,000. 
Airbnb and other oppo¬ 
nents argue the measure 
will pit neighbor against 
neighbor and drive out 
residents who can stay in 
the city only by sharing 
their homes short-term. Ads 
feature warm shots of hap¬ 
py families — supposedly 
home-sharers — as well as 
cartoons of an elderly man 
snooping on his neighbors 
and calling a “snitch hot¬ 
line." 

Both sides say they are 
fighting for the soul of San 
Francisco, a diverse place 
that is now a national sym¬ 
bol of income inequality 
amid sky-high housing costs 
driven in part by a technol¬ 
ogy boom. 

A one-bedroom without 
parking rents for over $3,000 
a month. In September, a 
decrepit 1,100-square-foot 


(102-square-meter) house 
in which a mummified 
corpse was found earlier 
this year sold for more than 
$1.5 million. “This is definitely 
a fight that’s representative 
of the anxiety that exists 
here due to an economy 
that’s been so dynamic,” 
said Sam Lauter, a San 
Francisco lobbyist not affili¬ 
ated with the measure. 

The measure has deeply 
divided the city's Demo¬ 
cratic leadership, with U.S. 


Sen. Dianne Feinstein in fa¬ 
vor and Mayor Ed Lee and 
California Lt. Gov. Gavin 
Newsom opposed. Fein¬ 
stein and Newsom are for¬ 
mer San Francisco mayors. 
Cities large and small 
around the world are trying 
to balance home-sharing’s 
popularity with livability for 
residents. 

In New York City, it's gen¬ 
erally unlawful to rent an 
apartment for less than 
30 days unless the apart¬ 


ment's resident also stays 
there, but people do 
anyway. In May, the city 
council of Santa Monica, 
California, legalized home 
sharing — the rental of an 
extra room or couch — but 
banned un-hosted rentals 
for less than 30 days. 

San Francisco had prohib¬ 
ited rentals of less than 30 
days, but in February ap¬ 
proved an ordinance to 
legalize and regulate the 
practice.

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Kerry plan for Jerusalem site leaves many issues unanswered

JERUSALEM (AP) — John 
Kerry’s latest Mideast mis¬ 
sion has aimed for the mod¬ 
est goal of easing tensions 
around Jerusalem’s most 
sensitive holy site — the fo¬ 
cal point of more than a 
month of deadly unrest. 

But the steps announced 
by the U.S. secretary of 
state over the weekend did 
little to address the deeper 
issues behind the fighting, 
disappointing the Palestin¬ 
ians and raising fears that 
even if calm is restored, it is 
just a matter of time before 
another round of violence 
erupts. 

During a swing through the 
region, Kerry announced 
the steps on Saturday af¬ 
ter several days of meet¬ 


ings with Israeli, Palestinian 
and Jordanian leaders. 
The highlight was a Jorda¬ 
nian proposal to install sur¬ 
veillance cameras at the 
Jerusalem holy site that is 
known to Jews as the Tem¬ 
ple Mount and to Muslims 
as the Noble Sanctuary. 
More than a month of vio¬ 
lence has been fueled by 
Palestinian allegations that 
Israel is trying to change 
the delicate status quo at 
the site, which allows non- 
Muslims to visit but not pray. 
The hilltop compound, 
home to the biblical Jewish 
Temples, is the holiest site in 
Judaism. Today, it is home 
to the Al-Aqsa Mosque 
compound, the third-holi- 
est site in Islam and a po¬ 
tent Palestinian national 
symbol. 
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Jordanian King Abdullah II, right, meets with U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry at the Royal 
Palace in Amman Jordan. Kerry said that Israel and Jordan have agreed on steps aimed at 
reducing tensions at a holy site in Jerusalem that have fanned Israeli-Palestinian violence.

While Israel has repeatedly 
said there are no plans to 
change this status quo, 
the Palestinian fears have 
been stoked by growing 
numbers of Jewish visitors, 
backed by some senior 
Israeli officials, who seek 
prayer rights and an ex¬ 
panded presence on the 
mount. 

Addressing his Cabinet on 
Sunday, Prime Minister Ben¬ 


jamin Netanyahu said he 
“made clear" to Kerry that 
Israel is committed to pre¬ 
serving the status quo, and 
he welcomed the plan to 
install cameras. 

“Israel has an interest in sta¬ 
tioning cameras in all parts 
of the Temple Mount. First, 
in order to disprove the 
claim that Israel is changing 
the status quo. Second, to 
show where the provoca¬ 


tions really come from and 
to foil them before they 
ever happen,” he said. 
Israeli officials said the plan 
was for Israeli police and 
officials from the Waqf, the 
Jordanian-backed religious 
authority that administers 
the Muslim sites, to have 
access to footage. 
Palestinian officials gave 
the camera plan a cool re¬ 
ception. □ 


Syria’s Assad said to favor vote after victory

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

President Bashar Assad is 
willing to run in an early 
presidential election, hold 
parliamentary elections 
and discuss constitutional 
changes, but only after the 
defeat of “terrorist” groups, 
Russian lawmakers said af¬ 
ter meeting with the Syrian 
leader on Sunday. 

The meeting came as Rus¬ 
sia, the U.S., Saudi Arabia 
and Turkey were discuss¬ 
ing new ideas for a politi¬ 
cal transition to end Syria's 
nearly five-year civil war.

Communist lawmaker Al¬ 
exander Yushchenko told 
the Tass news agency that 
Assad is ready to hold par¬ 
liamentary elections “on 
the basis of all political 
forces that want Syria’s 
prosperity.” He said Assad is 
also ready to discuss consti¬ 
tutional reform and, if nec¬ 
essary, hold presidential 
elections, but only “after 
the victory over terrorism."

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EU leaders criticize each other at summit on refugees

BRUSSELS (AP) — European 
leaders lashed out Sunday 
at each other’s handling 
of the continent’s great¬ 
est immigration crisis since 
World War II, 

even as they came togeth¬ 
er to seek ways to ease the 
plight of the tens of thou¬ 
sands marching across the 
Balkans toward the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s heartland. 

At a hastily called emer¬ 
gency summit in Brussels, 
11 EU and Balkan leaders 
were especially looking to 
shore up Greece's porous 
border with Turkey and 
slow the flow of people 
heading north toward the 
European Union's heart¬ 
land. 

“Extraordinary times de¬ 
mand extraordinary mea¬ 
sures,” German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel said. 

Nearly 250,000 migrants 
have passed through the 
Balkans since mid-Septem¬ 
ber and the surge is not be¬ 
ing deterred by either cold 
weather or colder waters 
off Greece. 

Croatia said 11,500 people 
crossed into the country 
Saturday, the highest in a 
single day since Hungary 
put up a fence and refu¬ 
gees started coming into 


Croatia in mid-September. 
Slovenian Prime Minister 
Miro Cerar said his tiny Al¬ 
pine nation was being 
overwhelmed by the refu¬ 
gees — with 60,000 arriving 
in the last 10 days — and 
was not receiving enough 
help from its EU partners. 

He put the challenge in 
simple terms: if no fresh 
approach is forthcoming 
“in the next few days and 
weeks, 

I do believe that the Euro¬ 
pean Union and Europe 


as a whole will start to fall 
apart.” 

Serbian Prime Minister Alek- 
sandar Vucic asked a fun¬ 
damental question that the 
28-nation bloc and non-EU 
nations like Serbia have 
been unable to answer 
since the migratory trek 
across the Mediterranean 
and through Turkey started 
last spring: “What we are 
going to do with hundreds 
of thousands of these peo¬ 
ple?” 

Half a year later, there is no 


answer. Sunday’s meeting 
was hoping to come up 
with some Band-Aid solu¬ 
tions at best. Greek Prime 
Minister Alexis Tsipras com¬ 
mented that having a sum¬ 
mit on the migrant crisis was 
of little use if Turkey was not 
invited. 

Many say the EU needs to 
get control of the refugee 
flow at the bloc's external 
border between EU-mem- 
ber Greece and Turkey. Mi¬ 
gration experts, however, 
say the flood of refugees 


won’t be halted until the 
world resolves the war in 
Syria, which is driving mil¬ 
lions out of the country. 
Vucic said he was pre¬ 
pared for“hard, 
not very pleasant” talks. He 
said Serbia would not “put 
up any walls” like Hunga¬ 
ry’s new razor wire-topped 
border fences. 

Croatian Prime Minister 
Zoran Milanovic asked of 
fellow EU nation Greece: 
“Why doesn't Greece con¬ 
trol its maritime half with 
Turkey?” 

Greece, criticized for 
being ill-prepared as a 
first EU buffer against the 
migrants, decried the lack 
of EUsolidarity. 

“Till today, it was difficult to 
find a solution, because a 
series of countries adopt 
a stance ‘Not in my back¬ 
yard,"’ Tsipras said. 
Hungarian Prime Minister 
Viktor Orban, so often the 
target for building border 
fences that diverted the 
flow of refugees to other 
nations, simply said “Hun¬ 
gary is not on the route 
anymore, so we are just 
observers here.” 

Then he lashed into mea¬ 
sures other EU nations had 
already taken, especially 
those belonging to the 
Schengen passport-free 
border zone. □

Video shows US-Kurdish raid of IS group

IRBIL, Iraq (AP) — The Kurd¬ 
ish regional government in 
northern Iraq released a

Pope at family synod end: 
‘Today is a time of mercy’

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Declaring that “today is a 
time of mercy,” Pope Francis on Sunday closed a 
historic meeting of bishops that approved an im¬ 
portant new direction in welcoming divorced and 
civilly remarried Catholics into the church. 

The synod's endorsement, by a single vote, of Fran¬ 
cis’ call for a more merciful, less judgmental church 
was a clear victory for Francis and the progressive 
prelates who have been seeking wiggle room in 
church teaching to allow remarried Catholics to 
receive Communion. Conservatives had objected, 
citing church doctrine, but they couldn’t muster the 
votes needed to block passage of the final docu¬ 
ment. 

With the badly divided church hierarchy before him 
in St. Peter's Basilica, Francis took veiled aim Sunday 
at those in the church who place more importance 
on doctrine and law than on God’s mercy and for¬ 
giveness. 

He warned them of the risk of “becoming habitually 
unmoved by grace,” of turning a cold shoulder to 
God’s most wounded children and of a “spiritual il¬ 
lusion” that doesn’t let them see the reality of their 
flock and respond to it. 

“A faith that does not know how to root itself in the 
life of people remains arid and, rather than oases, 
creates other deserts,” he said, adding that mo¬ 
ments of suffering and conflict are precisely the oc¬ 
casions for God to show mercy. “Today is a time of 
mercy!" 

Wifhouf changing church doctrine, the 275 synod 
“fathers" on Saturday approved a 94-point final 
document on responding better to the needs of 
today’s Catholic families. The text covered a host 
of issues — migration, poverty, single parents and 
polygamy — but the most disputed section con¬ 
cerned whether civilly remarried Catholics can re¬ 
ceive Communion. 

Church teaching holds that without an annulment, 
these Catholics are essentially committing adultury 
and cannot receive Communion. □

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — In one of the most 
important elections of a 
generation, Argentines on 
Sunday chose between a 
ruling party candidate who 
promised to continue with 
the loved and sometimes 
loathed policies of Presi¬ 
dent Cristina Fernandez 
and an opposition leader 
who argued the South 
American nation needs an 
overhaul. 

It was no surprise that the 
leading candidates de¬ 
fined themselves in terms 
of Fernandez, a polarizing 
leader who along with her 
late husband dominated 
national politics for 12 years 
and rewrote the country's 
social contract. 

Polls closed in the evening 
without any reports of dis¬ 
turbances, and election 
officials said the first official 
results would not be known 
until late Sunday. 

During the chilly but clear 
day when bars were closed 
and there were not the usu¬ 
al weekend soccer games, 
millions filed into schools, 
churches and other busi¬ 
nesses converted into poll¬ 
ing places to cast their 
votes — sometimes unde¬ 
cided right up to the last 
moment. 

“The truth is I don't like any 
of the candidates,” said 
Anai Roy, a college student 
who said she would make a 
choice in the polling booth. 


“So I just have to decide 
who is the best of bad.” 

The decisions of voters like 
Roy would be key, as Ar¬ 
gentines have been deep¬ 
ly divided about the rule of 
Fernandez and about who 
might improve the eco¬ 
nomic problems and cor¬ 
ruption plaguing the nation 
of 41 million people. 
Inflation is around 30 per¬ 
cent, the economy is stag¬ 
nant and a bitter court fight 
with a group of creditors in 
thell.S. has scared off inves¬ 
tors and kept Argentina on 


the margins of international 
credit markets. 

But Argentines have a 
unique, nightmarish refer¬ 
ence point for a truly bad 
economy: the financial col¬ 
lapse of 2001-2002, when 
the country defaulted on 
$100 billion in debt and 
overnight millions of middle 
class people were impover¬ 
ished. “The economy is OK. 
It’s not great,” said Maria 
Victoria Murillo, an expert 
on Argentine politics at Co¬ 
lumbia University’s School 
of International and Public 


Affairs. “But for Argentina, 
OK is pretty good.” 

Daniel Scioli, the governor 
of the Buenos Aires prov¬ 
ince and a former vice 
president, was the chosen 
successor to Fernandez, 
who nears the end of her 
second term with approval 
ratings around 50 percent. 
Fernandez and her late hus¬ 
band and predecessor as 
president, Nestor Kirchner, 
are widely credited with lift¬ 
ing the nation after the col¬ 
lapse. Fernandez sharply in¬ 
creased spending on social 


welfare programs, which 
range from work training 
to stipends for single moth¬ 
ers. Fler government was 
the first in Latin America 
to legalize gay marriage, 
and it nationalized airline 
Aerolineas Argentinas and 
the YPF oil company while 
strengthening ties with Rus¬ 
sia and China and often 
accusing the United States 
of meddling in the coun¬ 
try's affairs. 

Scioli, a former boat racer 
who lost his right arm in an 
accident in 1989, present¬ 
ed himself as the continua¬ 
tion of Fernandez’s policies 
who would also fix anything 
broken. Fie bristled at sug¬ 
gestions that Fernandez 
would continue to domi¬ 
nate behind the scenes. 
“What Scioli would do in of¬ 
fice is a mystery,” said Ma¬ 
ria Fernandez, who owns a 
real estate company. “Will 
he take orders from Cristina 
or do something else?” 

“I don’t want to find out,” 
added Fernandez, who 
was voting for Mauricio 
Macri, the lead opposition 
candidate. 

Macri, the Buenos Aires 
mayor, presented himself 
as the candidate to put 
Argentina’s economy in 
order, promising to make a 
deal with the U.S. creditors 
and lift unpopular currency 
restrictions. 

But Macri also has tailored 
his campaign to the millions 
who receive some form of 
government support.

— Haitians faced lengthy 
ballots featuring 54 presi¬ 
dential hopefuls and a slew 
of legislative and munici¬ 
pal candidates Sunday as 
they selected leaders they 
hope can lift the nation out 
of chronic poverty and tur¬ 
bulence. 

The presidential field was 
so crowded and confusing 
that there was little clarity 
about who might be lead¬ 
ing as voting wrapped up 
in late afternoon. Pre-elec¬ 
tion polls were unreliable 


and contradictory, and no 
election results were ex¬ 
pected for at least 10 days. 
Voting was relatively order¬ 
ly across the nation of some 
10 million people, although 
there was some confusion 
and logistical problems. 

At a voting center in Port- 
au-Prince's Martissant slum, 
an elections supervisor re¬ 
peatedly yelled at dozens 
of people trying to force 
their way in. “No voting two 
times!" People shouted 
back that they were be¬ 
ing prevented from voting 
once. 

“I'm here to vote, and they 
are trying to stop me," com¬ 


plained Varnel Polycard, a 
vendor of phone chargers 
who walked away fuming. 
Each of Haiti's more than 
120 parties was allowed 
to send monitors to poll¬ 
ing places, where they got 
their own voting done ear¬ 
ly. At a polling center in the 
Petionville suburb of Port- 
au-Prince, monitors shoved 
one another in a voting line 
and masked police gave 
the unruliest partisans in line 
short zaps with a Taser. 

But balloting was generally 
tranquil in many parts of 
the country, though there 
were sporadic reports of 
irregularities and roughly 


70 arrests. Officials had no 
immediate estimate of na¬ 
tional voter turnout. 

Celso Amorim, chief of the 
Organization of American 
States’ 125-member ob¬ 
server mission, offered few 
specifics as polls closed but 
said Haiti appeared to be 
“moving in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

While the gritty district of 
Cite Soleil suffered from 
pre-election violence, it 
appeared to have the 
busiest voting center in the 
Port-au-Prince area. 
“Nothing can scare me 
from trying to see my coun¬ 
try develop and see if 
Haiti can get better for my 
grandchildren,” Rosianne 
Jean said after casting her 
votes at a school in the 
deeply poor area of shacks 
and garbage-lined canals. 
The continuing appeal 
of former President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide was on 
display as over 1,500 peo¬ 
ple greeted him when he 
arrived at a voting cen¬ 
ter near his home, many 
chanting “Aristide is our 
blood.” The former leader 
has mostly been living qui¬ 
etly since returning to Haiti 
after seven years in exile 
following his 2004 ouster but 
has lately urged support for 
the candidate of the party 
he founded decades ago, 
Fanmi Lavalas. 

He accompanied party 
candidate Maryse Narcisse 
to vote, but some Aristide 
loyalists in the crowd said 
they were backing ex-Sen. 
Moise Jean-Charles. 


Whoever wins the almost 
inevitable Dec. 27 presi¬ 
dential runoff will face nu¬ 
merous challenges, includ¬ 
ing spurring Haiti’s chroni¬ 
cally sputtering economy 
and weaning it off depen¬ 
dence on foreign aid do¬ 
nors, who are largely fund¬ 
ing this year's roughly $70 
million three-round elector¬ 
al process. 

Among the best-known 
names on the presidential 
ballot was Jude Celestin, a 
former head of the state- 
run construction company 
who was the government- 
backed candidate in the 
2010 race. That time, he 
was eliminated from a 
runoff after his reported 
second-place finish was 
challenged by foreign ob¬ 
servers who complained of 
irregularities. 

Others included outgoing 
President Michel Martelly's 
pick, Jovenel Moise, a po¬ 
litical newcomer who has 
called for restoration of 
Haiti’s army and pledges 
to expand the agriculture 
sector, and Jean-Charles, 
a sharp critic of Martelly 
who brands himself the 
voice for Haiti’s poor and 
disenfranchised. 

It is more than 51/2 years 
since Haiti suffered an 
earthquake that was one 
of the worst natural di¬ 
sasters of modern times. 
Roughly 5.8 million voters 
registered to cast ballots 
for the next president, 129 
lawmakers and a slew of 
local offices.

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Joey Logano wins Talladega with controversial finish

TALLADEGA, Ala. (AP) — 

As Joey Logano made 
his third straight trip to vic¬ 
tory lane, questions swirled 
about reigning Sprint Cup 
champion Kevin Harvick's 
late-race tactics. 

Several competitors ac¬ 
cused Harvick of intention¬ 
ally causing a race-ending 
caution Sunday at Tallade¬ 
ga Superspeedway, where 
Logano completed a 
sweep of the second round 


of NASCAR's playoffs. 

It came at the expense of 
Dale Earnhardt Jr., who 
was eliminated from the 
Chase for the Sprint Cup 
championship at his best 
track for the second con¬ 
secutive year. Earnhardt 
led a race-high 61 laps, but 
had to settle for second in 
a race he had to win when 
the Harvick-triggered crash 
ended the race under cau¬ 
tion. 

NASCAR's most popular 
driver did not question his 


fate. 

“When the race is over, I 
can live with the result as 
long as everyone else is 
going by the same rules,” 
Earnhardt said. “I felt like 
per the rule book, it sorted 
out and I finished second. 
I’m OK with that." 

NASCAR said this week it 
would make just one at¬ 
tempt at Talladega to fin¬ 
ish fhe race under green 
instead of the usual three 
tries in a nod toward creat¬ 
ing a safer racing environ¬

ment. Drivers were almost 
unanimous in their support 
of fhe change, even when 
if came info play in a race 
that cut four drivers from 
the Chase field. 

Eliminated Sunday were 
Earnhardt, Ryan Newman 
— the runner-up to Har¬ 
vick last year — and Joe 
Gibbs Racing drivers Matt 
Kenseth and Denny Ham¬ 
lin. JGR was considered a 
heavy favorite in this Chase 
after a dominating regular 
season, but had two of four 
drivers eliminated Sunday 
and both were furious with 
Harvick. 

Harvick had radioed to his 
crew under caution that a 
mechanical issue was pre¬ 
venting him from acceler¬ 
ating. But if he moved out 
of the way, he risked falling 
to the back of the field and 
potentially being knocked 
out of the Chase. 

So he instead stayed put, 
and when his car failed to 
take off on the restart, he 
hit Trevor Bayne as Bayne 
tried to dart around him 
and it triggered a wreck 
that brought out the cau¬ 
tion to end the race. Earn¬ 
hardt was unable to race 


Logano for the win once 
the caution was called. 

“It was a pretty tough end¬ 
ing. (He) knew he was 
blowing up and told every¬ 
body he was going to stay 
in his lane," Kenseth said. “It 
just feels like we kind of losf 
control of the situation.” 
Denny Hamlin echoed the 
sentiments of his Joe Gibbs 
Racing teammate. He was 
caught in the accident 
and had to climb from his 
flaming car, and said after 
that Harvick caused the 
wreck rather than risk losing 
positions on the track that 
would knock him out of the 
Chase. 

“The 4 could only run about 
30 miles an hour, I think he 
saw people coming and 
he knew he was so prob¬ 
ably going to be 30th, the 
last car on the lead lap, so 
he caused the wreck," said 
Hamlin. 

He had a far more scath¬ 
ing take on Twitter after 
he was eliminated from 
the Chase.

Suarez, Ibrahimovic and Cavani on target for Barca and PSG 


PARIS (AP) — Some of Eu¬ 
rope’s top strikers were on 
target Sunday as Luiz Su¬ 
arez celebrated the one- 
year anniversary of his first 
game with Barcelona with 
a hat trick hours before 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic and 
Edinson Cavani scored 
for unbeaten leader Par¬ 
is Saint-Germain in the 
French league. 

In England, the 170th Man¬ 
chester derby did not live 
up to high expectations, 
with United and City play¬ 
ing out a 0-0 draw at Old 
Trafford. Neither of the bit¬ 
ter rivals was able to pro¬ 
duce more than one shot 
on target.

SPAIN 

Luis Suarez scored a hat 
trick as Barcelona came 
from behind to defeat Ei- 
bar 3-1, joining Real Madrid 
atop the Spanish league 
standings.

Barcelona played the final 
minutes with 10 men after 
defender Javier Mascher- 
ano was sent off with a 
straight red card. 

Barcelona and Real Madrid 
have 21 points each after 
nine rounds, but Madrid 
remained ahead on goal 
difference after defeating 
fourth-place Celta Vigo 3-1 
on Saturday in Vigo. Celta 
fell three points behind the 
leaders. 

Atletico Madrid moved to 
third by beating Valencia 
2 - 1 . 

ENGLAND 

Manchester United and 


Manchester City played 
out a 0-0 draw in the Pre¬ 
mier League, while Totten¬ 
ham surged to a 5-1 victory 
at Bournemouth. 

Also, Jurgen Klopp was de¬ 
nied a first victory as Liver¬ 
pool manager when Sadio 
Mane scored a late goal 
to earn Southampton a 1-1 
draw at Anfield. 

United went closest to win¬ 
ning against City when sub¬ 
stitute Jesse Lingard turned 
a high ball from Anthony 
Martial onto the crossbar.

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Minnesota Timberwolves coach Flip Saunders dies of cancer

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Flip 
Saunders, the longtime 
NBA coach who won more 
than 650 games in nearly 
two decades and was try¬ 
ing to rebuild the Minne¬ 
sota Timberwolves as team 


president, coach and part 
owner, died Sunday, the 
team said. He was 60. 
Saunders was diagnosed 
with Hodgkin lymphoma in 
June and doctors called it 
“treatable and curable," 
when the Timberwolves 
made the diagnosis pub¬ 
lic in August. But he took a 
leave of absence from the 
team in September after 
complications arose during 
his treatment, which includ¬ 
ed chemotherapy. 

This week, owner Glen Tay¬ 
lor announced Saunders 
would not be back this 
season and asked team 
employees to give Saun¬ 
ders time to heal. The Tim¬ 


berwolves open the season 
Wednesday. 

Sam Mitchell has been 
named interim head coach 
of the Timberwolves and 
GM Milt Newton is heading 
the team’s personnel de¬ 
partment. 

Saunders went 654-592 in 


17 NBA seasons with the 
Timberwolves, Detroit Pis¬ 
tons and Washington Wiz¬ 
ards. 

Philip Daniel Saunders was 
born on Feb. 23, 1955, 
in Cleveland and was a 
prep basketball star at 
Cuyahoga Heights High 
School. 

His mother Kay nicknamed 
him Flip after hearing the 
name at a beauty salon. 
He played in college at 
Minnesota, teaming with 
Kevin McHale and Mychal 
Thompson as a senior to 
lead the Golden Gophers 
to a 24-3 record. 

Not long after graduat¬ 
ing, Saunders decided to 


get into coaching and set 
about a long and winding 
path to the NBA. He started 
at Golden Valley Lutheran 
College just outside of Min¬ 
neapolis and served as an 
assistant at Minnesota and 
Tulsa before spending sev¬ 
en seasons in the Continen¬ 


tal Basketball Association. 
Saunders often credited his 
stint in the CBA with instilling 
in him the work ethic and 
breadth of organizational 
knowledge that would help 
him as a coach and exec¬ 
utive in the NBA. He made 
stops in Rapid City, South 
Dakota; La Crosse, Wiscon¬ 
sin; and Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, and would often 
relay stories of his backwa¬ 
ter adventures in the minor 
league and his affinity for 
the NBA coaches who fol¬ 
lowed similar paths. 

He landed in the NBA in 
1995, when he wrote a let¬ 
ter to new owner Glen Tay¬ 
lor asking for a job. His col¬ 


lege buddy, McHale, took 
over the basketball opera¬ 
tions with the Timberwolves 
and Saunders became the 
team’s general manager. 
When Bill Blair was fired 20 
games into the season, 
Saunders was suddenly the 
head coach of a struggling 
franchise that had never 
made the playoffs. But he 
teamed with a young Kev¬ 
in Garnett to turn the Tim¬ 
berwolves into a perennial 
playoff team. 

Saunders led the Wolves to 
eight straight playoff ap¬ 
pearances, the last a trip 
to the Western Conference 
finals in 2004. He was fired 
fhe next season when the 
team disintegrated thanks 
in large part to contrac¬ 
tual battles with Latrell 
Sprewell and Sam Cassell. 
The Wolves have not been 
back to the playoffs since. 
Saunders won 64 games in 
his first season in Detroit in 
2005-06 and 176 in his three 
seasons coaching the Pis¬ 
tons. But he couldn’t quite 
get a veteran-laden team 
over the hump and into the 
NBA Finals, so he was dis¬ 
missed in 2008. 

He coached three more 
years in Washington be¬ 
fore returning to Minnesota 
as president of basketball 
operations in 2013. Again, 
he took over a franchise 
in turmoil and was steadily 
bringing the Timberwolves 
back to relevance before 
he fell ill. 

Saunders deftly handled 
the exit of disgruntled for¬ 
ward Kevin Love, trading 
him to Cleveland for a 
package including bud¬ 
ding young star Andrew 
Wiggins and Thaddeus 
Young, who was flipped 
to Brooklyn in February to 
secure Garnett's return. 
Saunders also signed Ricky 
Rubio to a four-year con¬ 
tract extension, drafted 
Zach LaVine, Shabazz Mu¬ 


hammad and Karl-Anthony 
Towns, brought in veterans 
Andre Miller and Tayshaun 
Prince and helped design 
a new $25 million practice 
facility across the street 
from Target Center. 

As team president, coach 
and a minority owner, 
Saunders grabbed a level 
of influence within his or¬ 
ganization that was un¬ 
matched in the NBA. His 
fingerprints were on every¬ 
thing, from personnel deci¬ 
sions to in-game strategies, 
even down to the pregame 
entertainment. 

He liked to sneak up behind 
unsuspecting visitors to Tar¬ 
get Center, clamp his hand 
down on a shoulder and 
squeeze with a vise-like grip 
that came from hours of 
massaging his polio-strick¬ 
en mother in his youth. 

He would carry around au¬ 
tographed cards of himself 
to hand out to fans, and 
playfully give them to me¬ 
dia members as well with 
a mischievous grin on his 
face. 

Gregarious and outgo¬ 
ing, he endeared himself 
to a Twin Cities commu¬ 
nity that viewed him as 
a hometown boy done 
good, with his Gophers 
roots overshadowing his 
Cleveland upbringing. And 
Flip loved Minnesota right 
back. When he returned 
to the organization after 10 
years away, he recounted 
a story about working for 
ESPN and being asked why 
he still lived in Minnesota so 
long after he was fired. 
“And I'd say ‘Well, you 
don’t really understand un¬ 
less you're from Minnesota. 
You really don't get it. Even 
when it snows on May 3rd 
you really don’t get it,'" 
Saunders said. “And the 
loyalty and the passion 
that the people have here 
is what always drives me 
back.’O

Last week I had 
a chance to win in Napa 
when I was tied for the 
lead but I let that one flitter 
away. 

I wanted to hang on to this 


one,” said Rose, the 2013 
US Open champion whose 
last victory on the Europe¬ 
an Tour came at the 2014 
Scottish Open. 

“Lucas played incredible 
golf and I was thoroughly 
impressed. When you sep¬ 
arate yourself from the field 
like we did, it’s probably a 
tough one for him fo lose. 
Buf he didn’t lose it, it’s just 


that both of us played in¬ 
credibly well," added Rose, 
who has now won in every 
European Tour season dat¬ 
ing back to 2012. 
Bjerregaard’s attempt to 
win his first title was blown 
away at the 14th hole at 
the Hong Kong Golf Club 
when he made a double¬ 
bogey to let slip a one- 
stroke lead over Rose who 


then took over the lead by 
one. 

Rose, 31, went two shots 
ahead at the 16th and 
despite a bogey at the 
final hole, only his fhird

Review: Amazon’s cheap Fire tablet does a lot for §50

NEW YORK (AP) — The thing 
to remember about Ama¬ 
zon’s new $50 Fire tablet is 
that it's a $50 tablet. 

It’s not as light or as thin as 
a tablet that costs five or 
six times more. The cam¬ 
era isn’t as good, and the 
screen isn’t as sharp. But it 
works well as a budget de¬ 
vice for the basics — read¬ 
ing, Facebook, video and, 
of course, shopping on Am¬ 
azon. 

Over the years, Amazon, 
com Inc. has done a good 
job of making tablets af¬ 
fordable for the masses. 
The new Fire tablet is Ama¬ 
zon’s cheapest yet, joining 
a fall lineup that maxes out 
at $230 ($15 more if you 
want Amazon to remove 
ads on the lock screen). By 
contrast, Apple's iPads start 
at $269, ad-free. 

Of course, you get less for 
$50. 

The Fire started shipping 
again Thursday after a lim¬ 
ited run quickly sold out, 
despite these trade-offs: 

— THE FEEL: The 7-inch tab¬ 
let is bulky, about two-thirds 
as thick as a deck of cards. 
This runs counter to a trend 
of gadgets getting thinner 
and thinner. But this is rea¬ 
sonable for budget devic¬ 
es, as they use older, larger 
components to cut costs. 
At 11 ounces, the tablet 
also feels heavy for a de¬ 
vice that size. 


— LOWER RESOLUTION: The 

screen is just short of dis¬ 
playing video in full high 
definition, otherwise known 
as 1080p. As Amazon's HDX 
tablets and Apple’s “Reti¬ 
na” iPads tout super-sharp 
displays, the screen on the 


new Fire feels retro. 

Photos and video display 
fine. Where the lower reso¬ 
lution is most noticeable 
is with small text. When 
reading, some of the verti¬ 
cal lines in d’s and I’s look 
fat. It feels like a typewriter 
with metal type that hasn’t 
been cleaned of gunk, 
forming misshaped letters 
when some of that gunk 
hits the ink ribbon. (For our 
younger readers, type¬ 
writers are machines that 
produce letters on paper, 
rather than a screen. And 
paper is a sheet of writing 
material made from trees.) 
— TAKING PICTURES: The 
main camera is just 2 
megapixels, compared 


with 5 or 8 megapixels on 
higher-end Amazon tab¬ 
lets. Photos come out fuzzy, 
and low-light images have 
plenty of color distortion. 
The camera’s lens also isn’t 
able to capture as much 
as other gadgets from 


the same distance. It’s as 
though the camera has 
a permanent zoom. That 
said, most people already 
have smartphones with de¬ 
cent cameras. There’s no 
need to pay more to dupli¬ 
cate technology. 

— WI-FI: The Fire has an 
older, single-band form 
of Wi-Fi fhaf doesn't sup¬ 
port the highest available 
speeds, technically known 
as the 802.1 lac standard. 
In practice, that means sig¬ 
nal range and data speed 
might be lower. But in my 
limited testing, the new tab¬ 
let downloaded a video file 
faster than last year's HDX 
8.9 tablet from Amazon, 
which has dual-band Wi¬ 


Fi, so this is hardly cut-and- 
dried. Many other factors 
affect performance, even 
if you have fop-of-fhe-line 
technology. 

In fact, the inexpensive Fire 
tablet surprised me in many 
ways. The display has in¬ 


plane switching technolo¬ 
gy, which means it can be 
viewed from an angle — 
twice as wide as standard 
screens, according to Am¬ 
azon. The tablet was also 
fast for Web surfing, email 
and other common tasks. 
It seemed to take an extra 
second or two to launch 
video on Hulu and Netflix, 
but playback was smooth 
once it started. 

Unlike iPads, the Fire allows 
you to set up multiple pro¬ 
files, including ones for kids, 
and to establish parental 
limits on apps and usage 
time. But the Amazon tab¬ 
let doesn’t have anti-glare 
technology found in the lat¬ 
est iPads, nor does it have a 


fingerprint reader to bypass 
passcodes. 

Promised battery life is sev¬ 
en hours, which is reason¬ 
able for $50. 

And as with other Ama¬ 
zon devices, the Fire tablet 
works nicely with other Am¬ 
azon services, including Kin¬ 
dle e-books. Audible audio¬ 
books, Prime video stream¬ 
ing and e-commerce. Just 
swipe right from fhe home 
screen to scroll through the 
various services. After sign¬ 
ing in with my Amazon ac¬ 
count, the shopping page 
reminded me what type 
of replacement vacuum 
bags I need. I also found 
a mini plunger to deal with 
that nagging clogged sink 
in my kitchen. 

A swipe to the left gets you 
recently accessed content 
and apps, plus recommen¬ 
dations. It’s a good way to 
get to frequent tasks with¬ 
out spending a lot of time 
moving around icons on the 
home screen. Older Ama¬ 
zon devices will get this fea¬ 
ture, too, with an upcoming 
software update. The app 
selection isn’t as robust as 
what’s available on iPads, 
Android and Windows de¬ 
vices. Amazon tablets run a 
custom version of Android, 
and many Android apps 
haven’t been adapted. 
You get many of the major 
ones, but not all. 

The Fire is a good option for 
kids. They won’t complain 
about what’s missing, and 
if they lose the device, it’s 
only $50 to replace. Ama¬ 
zon will even sell you six for 
the price of five, so each 
family member can have 
one. 

I’d be highly disappointed 
with the Fire if its price tag 
were $250 or more. But it's 
not — not even closeO 
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Amazon’s $50 Fire tablet is displayed in San Francisco. The tablet works well as a budget device 
for the basics-heading, Facebook, video and, of course, shopping on Amazon.

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Why optimism about the US economy’s strength has dimmed

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Consumers, fueled by job 
growth, cheaper gas and 
higher home values, would 
drive the U.S. economy 


through a global slump. 
That was the widespread 
hope just a few months 
ago. Now, doubts are 
growing that the United 
States can withstand eco¬ 
nomic pressures flowing 
from overseas. Economies 
in China, Canada, Brazil 
and Europe are struggling. 
Canada, the largest U.S. 
trading partner, is in reces¬ 
sion. 


Americans have been 
holding back on spend¬ 
ing even though lower 
gas prices have put more 
cash in their pockets. Em¬ 
ployers have slowed hiring 
and held down pay. Home 


sales have flattened. And 
the U.S. economy has been 
hobbled by a stronger dol¬ 
lar, which makes U.S. goods 
costlier overseas and is de¬ 
pressing corporate profits. 
“There's no question that 
the economy is losing mo¬ 
mentum,” said Mark Vitner, 
an economist at Wells Far¬ 
go. “The question is wheth¬ 
er it is temporary ... or is it 
something that will prove 


more lasting?” 

As recently as early August, 
economists had sketched 
a bright picture for the rest 
of the year and, as a re¬ 
sult, thought the Federal 
Reserve would be confi¬ 


dent enough to raise inter¬ 
est rates from record lows 
in September. The Fed 
chose not to. And many 
economists and investors 
have pushed back their 
forecast for a Fed rate hike 
into next year. The U-turn 
in sentiment happened 
fast. It occurred soon after 
China made a clumsy at¬ 
tempt last summer to prop 
up its stock prices and then 


devalued its currency. Fi¬ 
nancial markets plunged 
on fears that China's once- 
sizzling growth was shakier 
than anyone had thought 
and would slow econo¬ 
mies elsewhere. Last week, 
China said its economy’s 
growth slid to 6.9 percent in 
the July-September quar¬ 
ter from a year earlier, the 
slowest pace in more than 
six years. 

As China's appetite for oil, 
copper, iron ore and other 
commodities has fallen, 
so have prices for those 
goods. One consequence 
is that U.S. energy compa¬ 
nies, squeezed by lower oil 
prices, are buying fewer 
factory goods. At Ahaus 
Tool & Engineering in Rich¬ 
mond, Indiana, orders for 
components it sells to drill¬ 
ing equipment makers 
have dropped. 

Gas drillers “are cutting their 
costs, which means they’re 
slowing down on buying 
new components," said 
Kevin Ahaus, the company 
president. “We’re not see¬ 
ing much business there.” 
U.S. factories cut produc¬ 
tion for a second straight 
month in September. Man¬ 
ufacturers are being hurt 
by a declining appetite for 
their goods overseas and 
by cheaper foreign-made 
products. U.S. exports are 
down this year compared 
with 2014, the first year- 
over-year decline since the 
Great Recession officially 
ended in 2009. 

“We haven’t seen near as 
much interest overseas as 


there had been the past 
couple of years," said Terry 
Babb, president of Apex 
Tool & Manufacturing in 
Evansville, Indiana. 

Falling demand for U.S. 
goods hurts even compa¬ 
nies that don’t themselves 
export products. CSX Corp., 
for example, said its reve¬ 
nue from transporting coal 
fell 19 percent in the third 
quarter from a year earlier 
in part because of reduced 
coal exports. 

The higher-valued dollar 
is squeezing U.S. corpora¬ 
tions’ sales in another way, 
too: Their revenue in for¬ 
eign currencies is worth less 
once it’s converted back 
to dollars. Wal-Mart, for ex¬ 
ample, says it expects flat 
sales this year, partly be¬ 
cause of such currency ef¬ 
fects. Johnson & Johnson 
and Monsanto have also 
said currency exchange 
rates are depressing rev¬ 
enue. At the same time, 
U.S. consumers appear to 
be pulling back. Sales at 
retail stores and restaurants 
dipped in September after 
a flat reading in August. 
Though Americans are 
snapping up cars at a solid 
pace, retail sales excluding 
autos have fallen for two 
months. Scott Brown, chief 
economist at Raymond 
James, said “middle and 
lower-end consumers are 
still struggling a lot.” 

With apartment rents ris¬ 
ing rapidly and pay growth 
anemic, “it’s still tough for 
many households to make 
ends meet,” he said. □

China move shows global reliance on low rates to lift growth

BEIJING (AP) — China’s 
sixth interest-rate cut in a 
year shows how hard it is to 
keep the world’s second- 
biggest economy growing 
vigorously while attempting 
one of history’s most auda¬ 
cious economic transfor¬ 
mations. 

The country’s central bank 
this weekend announced 
cuts in benchmark interest 
rates on loans and depos¬ 
its. 

The moves by the People's 
Bank of China are the lat¬ 
est sign that the world’s 


major central banks remain 
committed to unusually 
low rates to try to spur eco¬ 
nomic growth. This week, 
the head of the European 
Central Bank made clear 
that the ECB is weighing fur¬ 
ther steps to ease borrow¬ 
ing rates. 

And next week, the Federal 
Reserve is widely expected 
to hold its key rate near 
zero, where it’s remained 
for seven years. 

China's latest rate cut 
came four days after the 
government reported that 
growth had slowed to a 
six-year low of 6.9 percent 
from July through Septem¬ 


ber. The Chinese economic 
slowdown has unnerved 
investors around the world, 
hurt countries that had 
prospered by supplying 
China with raw materials 
and weighed on global 
growth. 

China’s deceleration is 
partly deliberate. Beijing 
wants to move the coun¬ 
try away from an over¬ 
reliance on exports and 
often-wasteful investment 
in housing, factories and 
infrastructure projects such 
as roads and high-speed 
trains. Instead, China is 
seeking slower but more 
sustainable growth driven 


by consumer spending. 
Recent economic figures 
reflect the transition. In Sep¬ 
tember, growth in factory 
output slowed to 5.7 per¬ 
cent from August's 6.1 per¬ 
cent. 

At the same time, retail 
sales growth rose to 10.9 
percent from July’s 10.5 
percent. 

E-commerce spending 
surged 36 percent in the 
third quarter over a year 
earlier. 

But the growth in consumer 
spending and services isn't 
entirely offsetting the de¬ 
cline in older industries. As 
a result, overall growth is 


slowing, raising fears of job 
losses and unrest. 

The government is step¬ 
ping in to try to keep official 
measures of growth close 
to 7 percent. 

The Chinese central bank 
said it will reduce the 
benchmark rate on a one- 
year loan by 0.25 percent¬ 
age point to 4.35 percent, 
effective Saturday, and cut 
one-year deposit rates by 
the same margin to 1.5 per¬ 
cent. 

The bank also freed up 
more money for lending

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Corporate Culture: 


Is Volkswagen so complicated only insiders can fix it?

WOLFSBURG, Germany 
(AP) — Volkswagen’s effort 
to fix its emissions scandal 
will be largely led by com¬ 
pany insiders. Some ex¬ 
perts say it's the only way, 
given the German car¬ 
maker's unusually compli¬ 
cated structure and power 
groups. 

Others, however, argue 
the company is just com¬ 
pounding its risks if it does 
not bring an outsider to 
change its ways. 
Volkswagen has named a 
new CEO and chairman 
since the scandal became 
known Sept. 18. Both are 
longtime employees. 

The effort to find the guilty 
and prevent a recurrence 
is in the hands of new CEO 
Matthias Mueller, who has 
been with the group for 
almost three decades. 
Mueller, who previously led 
Volkswagen’s highly profit¬ 
able Porsche brand, took 
over when Martin Winter- 
korn resigned. 

The new board chairman, 
Hans Dieter Poetsch, had 
been chief financial offi¬ 
cer since 2003. There's no 
indication he knew about 
the decision to cheat on 
the U.S. diesel emissions 
tests with software installed 
in engines. But he was a 
member of the top man¬ 
agement team in place 
when the cheating took 
place, a group of execu¬ 
tives that hasn’t yet been 
formally cleared of involve¬ 
ment. 

Mueller has promised 
a new, more open ap¬ 
proach. 

The question is, will Volk¬ 
swagen identify the guilty 
— but miss the chance to 
change the culture that 
enabled the scandal in the 
first place? 

Volkswagen can be a 
complicated place to fig¬ 
ure out. 

The billionaire members 
of the Piech and Porsche 
families collectively con¬ 
trol a majority of the voting 
rights through their holding 
company, Porsche Auto- 
mobil Holding SE. 

They include Ferdinand 
Piech, who served as CEO 


from 1993 to 2002 and only 
left the board chairman¬ 
ship in April. 

And the local government 
and unions hold a lot of 
power, too. 

Lower Saxony, the Ger¬ 
many state where Volk¬ 
swagen's Wolfsburg head¬ 
quarters is located, holds 
a 20 percent voting stake, 
giving it the legal right to 
block plant closures. 
Employee representatives 
by law hold half of the 
board seats, and can also 
veto important decisions. 
Dirk Toepfer, a member of 
the parliament of Lower 
Saxony, presents a com¬ 
monly heard argument 
in Germany: that the pe¬ 
culiarities of Volkswagen 
mean company veterans 
are best positioned to lead 
the clean-up. 

“Volkswagen is a differ¬ 
ent world,” says Toepfer. 
“That means this enterprise 
functions under different 
rules than other enterpris¬ 
es. That's why they need 
someone that knows the 
structure.” 

“Someone who comes 
completely from the out¬ 
side and doesn't know 
how the rules of the game 
go will fail at the cleanup.” 
The management un¬ 
der Winterkorn also has 
been criticized as overly

opaque and hierarchical. 
Employee representative 
Bernd Osterloh lamented 
last month the need for “a 
culture in which it’s possible 
and permissible to argue 
with your superior about 
the best way to go.” 

Some question whether 
pressure to meet Volkswa¬ 
gen's target of passing 
Toyota as the world's larg¬ 
est car maker led people 
to cut corners. 

Volkswagen achieved that 
goal in the first half of this 
year, just before the scan¬ 


dal broke out. 

Toepfer acknowledged 
that the inside-outside 
question has two sides: 
“Before it’s known who was 
involved and how, there’s 
the danger that those put 
in charge of clarifying mat¬ 
ters were involved them¬ 
selves." 

Volkswagen has made 
some effort to reach out¬ 
side, hiring U.S. law firm 
Jones Day to find out who 
knew and did what in the 
scandal. It has also brought 
in an executive from com¬ 


petitor Daimler, a former 
top judge, to oversee legal 
compliance. 

Volkswagen also sought le¬ 
gal clarification about Po- 
etsch's move to become 
chairman, said Hans-Gerde 
Bode, the company’s di¬ 
rector of communications. 
“Knowing that these ques¬ 
tions would come up, we 
obtained a legal opin¬ 
ion ahead of time, which 
made this change possible 
to undertake, because we 
knew, yes, that will lead to 
multi-sided discussion. 


US factory output drops in sign of weak growth

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
manufacturing production 
fell for the second straight 
month in September as 
factories cranked out few¬ 
er appliances, computers, 
and electronics. 

Factory output declined 
0.1 percent, the Federal 
Reserve said this weekend, 
following a drop of 0.4 per¬ 
cent in August. Manufac¬ 
turers also cut back on pro¬ 
duction of steel and other 
metals. 

The decline suggests that 
a strong dollar, weak over¬ 
seas economies, and cau¬ 
tious U.S. consumers are 
holding back factory out¬ 
put. Many companies are 
also focused on reducing 
stockpiles that were built 


up in the spring by cutting 
back on orders for new 
goods. 

Overall industrial produc¬ 
tion, which includes mining 
and utilities, fell 0.2 percent, 
also its second straight 
decline. Mining output 
plunged 2 percent as en¬ 
ergy companies sharply 
reduced oil and gas drill¬ 
ing. Utility output rose 1.3 
percent. 

Factories have had a tough 
year and there is little sign 
of improvement any time 
soon. A strong U.S. dollar 
and weak overseas growth 
have hammered U.S. ex¬ 
ports. The dollar has risen 
about 13 percent in value 
against other currencies in 
the past 12 months. That 
makes U.S. products more 
expensive, and therefore 


less attractive, in other 
countries. 

Overall industrial produc¬ 
tion has increased just 0.4 
percent in the past year, its 
weakest showing since the 
Great Recession. 

“In 2015 it has been one 
thing after another ham¬ 
mering manufacturing in 
almost everything except 
motor vehicles,” Michael 
Montgomery, an econo¬ 
mist at HIS Global Insight. 
Auto sales jumped nearly 
16 percent in September 
from a year earlier and are 
at the highest level in a de¬ 
cade. That has boosted 
auto production, which 0.2 
percent last month. 

But outside of cars, Ameri¬ 
cans are spending cau¬ 
tiously. Retail sales have 
barely grown in the past 


two months. That’s left 
many businesses with ware¬ 
houses full of unsold goods. 
With such large inventories 
they see little need to order 
new products. 

Big overseas economies 
are grappling with slower or 
nonexistent growth, includ¬ 
ing China, Canada, Eu¬ 
rope, and Brazil. Canada, 
the United States’ largest 
trading partner, is in reces¬ 
sion. 

China and Brazil had been 
critical sources of demand 
for American-made indus¬ 
trial machinery, such as 
mining trucks, construction 
equipment, and agricul¬ 
tural machines. Their eco¬ 
nomic slowdowns have hit 
sales and profits for com¬ 
panies such as Caterpillar 
and United Technologies.Q

MALE, Maldives (AP) — The 

Maldives' president ap¬ 
pealed for calm through¬ 
out the island nation Sun¬ 
day, after his deputy was 
arrested on suspicion of 
treason for allegedly plot¬ 
ting to assassinate him with 
an explosion on his boat. 
President Yameen Abdul 
Gayoom, who escaped 
the Sept. 28 blast unhurt, 
told reporters it “was not 
easy” to see the arrest of 
Vice President Ahmed Ad- 
eeb, a young protege ap¬ 
pointed to the office only 
three months ago. 

The decision to arrest Ad- 
eeb was made “for the 
security of the country,” 
Gayoom said, but added 
that he would wait for the 
case to go to trial before 
beginning any process to 
impeach him. 

The arrest marks the latest 
in a series of political shake- 
downs and power strug¬ 
gles in the Maldives that 
have seized the fragile, 
young democracy since 
it held its first elections in 
2008, after 30 years of au¬ 
tocracy under Gayoom’s 
half-brother. After Adeeb’s 
arrest on Saturday, a small 
group of his supporters 
staged a protest that led to 
a police crackdown, with 
17 people detained.The 
home minister said Adeeb 
would be charged with 
“high treason,” an offense 
not specified in the penal 
code but still used in the

Maldives for terrorism or of¬ 
fenses against the state by 
government officials. 
Gayoom said the investi¬ 
gation suggested Adeeb 
was connected with two 
soldiers arrested for tam¬ 
pering with evidence on 
the boat soon after the 
blast. He said police had 
found bomb-making ma¬ 
terials at their homes. 
Adeeb's lawyer on Satur¬ 
day called the allegations 
against his client untrue. 
During a hearing in which 
Adeeb and his lawyers par¬ 
ticipated by teleconfer¬ 
ence, the court approved 
his detention for 15 days 
of questioning while po¬ 
lice conduct raids on the 
homes and businesses of 
his family and associates. 
Gayoom has been dodg¬ 
ing controversy since he 
won the presidency in 
2013 after hotly disputed 
elections against a prede¬ 
cessor who was forced to 
resign three years earlier 
amid public protests. For¬ 
mer President Mohamed 
Nasheed is now serving 
13 years behind bars on a 
conviction delivered in a 
rushed trial widely criticized 
as unfair. The 33-year-old 
Adeeb, who was hugely 
popular with young Mal¬ 
divians, was credited with 
delivering the important 
youth vote to Gayoom. 
Some 40 percent of the 
mostly Muslim country’s 
350,000 people are aged 
from 15 to 34.

In July, Adeeb was moved 
from the Tourism Ministry to 
become vice president, 
after lawmakers loyal to 
Gayoom impeached his 
predecessor and lowered 
the minimum presidential 
age from 35 to 30. 

The promotion put Adeeb 
next in line for the presi¬ 
dency, should Gayoom be 
unable to govern. Adeeb 
was also given influence 


and powers beyond those 
of his elder colleagues, in¬ 
cluding heading the coun¬ 
try’s economic council 
and mapping out plans for 
a special economic zone. 
Meanwhile, he kept con¬ 
trol over tourism — a major 
industry for an island na¬ 
tion known worldwide for 
its palm-fringed beaches, 
clear waters and luxury

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Plague spread 3,000 years earlier than 1st thought: 2,800 BC

LONDON (AP) — The 

plague was spreading 
nearly 3,000 years before 
previously thought, scien¬ 
tists say after finding traces 
of the disease in the teeth 
of ancient people — a dis¬ 
covery that could provide 
clues to how dangerous 
diseases evolve. 

To find evidence of the pre¬ 
historic infection, research¬ 
ers drilled into the teeth of 
101 individuals who lived 
in Central Asia and Eu¬ 
rope some 2,800 to 5,000 
years ago. The drilling pro¬ 
duced a powder that the 
researchers examined for 
DNA from plague bacte¬ 
ria. They found it in samples 
from seven people. 

Before the study, the earli¬ 
est evidence of the plague 
was from A.D. 540, said 
Simon Rasmussen of the 
Technical University of Den¬ 
mark. He and colleagues 
found it as early as 2,800 
B.C. 

“We were very surprised to 
find it 3,000 years before 


it was supposed to exist,” 
said Rasmussen, one of the 
study authors. The research 
was published online Thurs¬ 
day in the journal. Cell. 


Rasmussen said the plague 
they found was a different 
strain from the one that 
caused the three known 
pandemics, including the

Black Death that swept 
across Medieval Europe. In 
contrast to later strains, in¬ 
cluding the one estimated 
to have wiped out about 


half of Europe, the Bronze 
Age plague revealed by 
the new study could not 
be spread by fleas be¬ 
cause it lacked a crucial 
gene. So it was probably 
less able to infect people 
over wide regions. But Ras¬ 
mussen said knowing that 
plague existed thousands 
of years earlier than had 
been believed might ex¬ 
plain some unsolved histori¬ 
cal mysteries, including the 
“Plague of Athens,” a hor¬ 
rifying unknown epidemic 
that struck the Greek capi¬ 
tal in 430 B.C. It killed up to 
100,000 people during the 
Peloponnesian War. 
“People have been specu¬ 
lating about what this was, 
like was this measles or ty¬ 
phus, but it could well have 
been plague,” Rasmussen 
said. 

He said tracking how the 
plague evolved from be¬ 
ing an intestinal infection 
to “one of the most deadly 
diseases ever encountered 
by humans” could help sci¬ 
entists predict the disease’s 
future pathO 


Princeton honors memory of ‘Mind’ mathematician John Nash 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) — 

Princeton University said 
farewell to late mathema¬ 
tician and faculty member 
John Nash, whose life and 
battle with schizophrenia 
were chronicled in the Rus¬ 
sell Crowe movie “A Beauti¬ 
ful Mind,” with a day of re¬ 
membrance events and a 
panel discussion about him 
on Saturday. 


The Ivy League university's 
goodbye included a public 
lecture from author Sylvia 
Nasar, whose biography 
formed the basis for the 
2001 movie, and a chapel 
service that opened with 
Bach’s fugue in G minor, a 
favorite of Nash's. 

“We may not see the likes 
of John Nash again, but his 
story is one for the ages,” 


Nasar said at the lecture. 
Nasar fondly recalled 
Nash’s wife, Alicia Nash, 
saying she was the “hero" 
of his story. 

The Nashes, who were in 
their 80s, were killed in a 
taxi crash on the New Jer¬ 
sey Turnpike in May. 

John Nash, who was known 
as brilliant and eccentric, 
had a long connection with 


Princeton University, receiv¬ 
ing his doctorate in math¬ 
ematics there in 1950 after 
he got his graduate and 
bachelor's degrees from 
the Carnegie Institute of 
Technology (now Carnegie 
Mellon University) in 1948. 
Nash, the 1994 Nobel Prize 
winner in economics, had 
held the position of senior 
research mathematician 


at Princeton since 1995 and 
was renowned for his work 
in game theory. 

Crowe played him in “A 
Beautiful Mind,” which won 
the Academy Award for 
best picture. Crowe was 
nominated for an Oscar 
for best actor, and Jenni¬ 
fer Connelly, who played 
his wife, won the Oscar for 
best supporting actress.□

LOS ANGELES (AP) — It was 

a truly outrageous week¬ 
end at the box office, and 
not in a good way. 

The pack of new releases 
proved to be all out duds, 
some worse than others, 
leaving room for holdovers 
“The Martian” and “Goose- 
bumps” to stay in the top 
spots with $15.9 and $15.5 
million, respectively ac¬ 
cording to Rentrak esti¬ 
mates Sunday. The Steven 
Spielberg/Tom Hanks Cold 
War thriller “Bridge of Spies" 
also held nicely in third 
place with $11 million. 

Vin Diesel's “The Last Witch 
Hunter” tanked with $10.8 
million, killing any hopes of 
a new franchise. The Lion- 
sgate film opened in fourth 
place and cost a reported 
$70 million to produce. This 
is the latest disappointment 
for Diesel who can't seem 


to find consistent success 
outside of the “Fast & Furi¬ 
ous” franchise. 

None of the weekend’s 
flops will garner as much 
attention as “Jem and the 
Holograms,” though, which 
opened to $1.3 million to 
become one of the worst 
debuts of all time for a ma¬ 
jor studio movie opening in 
over 2,000 locations. Based 
on the 1980s animated se¬ 
ries, the film opened on 
2,413 screens, averaging 
$545 per screen, to take 
15th place. 

The wide release numbers 
are alarming, but it is worth 
noting that Universal pro¬ 
duced the PG-rated “Jem" 
for only $5 million. Over¬ 
all, teens did not seem all 
that interested in a movie 
based on a show that was 
popular decades before 
they were born. Audiences 
that did turn out were over¬ 
whelmingly female (in the 


90 percent range). 

Bill Murray’s “Rock the Kas¬ 
bah” barely did better in 
ticket sales, pulling in only 
$1.5 million from 2,012 the¬ 
aters, but it also cost three 
times as much as “Jem” to 


produce. It’s one of Mur¬ 
ray’s worst debuts ever 
and a low point for Open 
Road Films. Critics were not 
fans of the Barry Levinson- 
directed comedy about a 
rock manager who finds a 


new client in Afghanistan. 
Poor reviews might have 
sunk “Witch Hunter,” ‘’Jem” 
and “Kasbah,” but good 
reviews couldn’t propel 
Danny Boyle’s “Steve Jobs” 
to flashy heights. □

Owner Benjamin Petrocchi 
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Maureen O’Hara, spirited movie star, dies at 95

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Fiery- 
haired and feisty, Maureen 
O'Hara could handle any¬ 
thing the world and Holly¬ 
wood threw at her. Direc¬ 
tor John Ford punched her 
in the jaw at a party and 
John Wayne dragged her 
through sheep dung — 
real sheep dung — in “The 
Quiet Man.” In “Miracle on 
34th Street” she learned to 
believe in Santa Claus. 

But first and foremost, she 
always believed in herself. 

“I do like to get my own 
way,” she said in a 1991 in¬ 
terview with The Associat¬ 
ed Press. “There have been 
crushing disappointments. 
But when that happens, 

I say, ‘Find another hill to 
climb.”’ 

The Irish-born beauty was 
95 when she died Saturday 
in her sleep at her home 
in Boise, Idaho, said John¬ 
ny Nicoletti, her longtime 
manager. 

In her heyday, O’Hara was 
known as the Queen of 
Technicolor because of the 
camera’s love affair with 
her vivid hair, bright green 
eyes and pale complexion. 
But she also had talent. 

“I proved there was a 
bloody good actress in 
me," she told the British 
newspaper The Telegraph 
last year. “It wasn't just my 


face. I gave bloody good 
performances.” 

Never nominated for an 
Oscar (although she re¬ 
ceived an honorary Acad¬ 
emy Award last year), 
O’Hara nonetheless starred 


in some of the best-known 
and beloved movies of Hol¬ 
lywood’s Golden Age. 
Whether playing a ranch¬ 
er's wife, a pirate queen. 


or a mother, her characters 
were strong-willed wom¬ 
en — a characteristic she 
practiced in real life as well 
and attributed to her Irish 
roots. 

She was the daughter of 


Welsh miner in the grim Os¬ 
car-winning 1941 film “How 
Green Was My Valley"; the 
mother who doubts her 
daughter, Natalie Wood, 


has really encountered 
Santa Claus in the 1947 
Christmas classic “Mira¬ 
cle on 34th Street," and a 
scrappy Irish colleen who 
is romanced by an Ameri¬ 
can boxer (John Wayne) in 


1952’s “The Quiet Man.” 
Wayne, who co-starred 
with her in five movies, 
once said: “I’ve had many 
friends, and I prefer the 


company of men, except 
for Maureen O’Hara; she's 
a great guy.” 

“We met through Ford, and 
we hit it right off," she re¬ 
marked in 1991. “I adored 
him, and he loved me. 
But we were never sweet¬ 
hearts. Never, ever.” 

Her relationship with Ford 
was sometimes strained, 
especially when he had 
been drinking. O’Hara re¬ 
called that for some reason 
he punched her hard in the 
jaw at a party. For a prank, 
he and Wayne scattered 
real sheep dung over a field 
in Ireland where they were 
filming “The Quiet Man." 
She sometimes called him a 
“devil” but acknowledged 
his talent. 

She also played the mother 
of twins, both played by 
Hayley Mills, who conspire 
to reunite their divorced 
parents in the 1961 Disney 
comedy “The Parent Trap.” 
“My first ambition was to 
be the No. 1 actress in 
the world,” she recalled in 
1999. “And when the whole 
world bowed at my feet, I 
would retire in glory and 
never do anything again.” 
O’Hara held dual U.S. and 
Irish citizenship and main¬ 
tained strong ties to the 
land of her birth. She was 
grand marshal of New 
York’s St. Patrick's Day pa¬ 
rade in 1999. □

Usher and Harry Belafonte talk activism in joint appearance

NEW YORK (AP) — As he 

considered his growing 
commitment to activism, 
Usher only needed to look 
at the man seated next 
to him, Harry Belafonte, to 
know how much more he 
could give. 

“Unfortunately, no matter 
what I say I'm never going 
to be able to upstage (Be¬ 
lafonte)," the million-selling 
musician joked during a 
weekend appearance at 
the 92nd Street Y in Man¬ 
hattan. 

In an hourlong conversa¬ 
tion moderated by Sole- 
dad O’Brien, the 37-year- 
old Usher and 88-year-old 
Belafonte related with 
obvious warmth to each 


other as fellow artists, activ¬ 
ists and celebrities and as 
elder statesman and pro¬ 
tege. 

Usher called Belafonte 
a hero, mentor and fa¬ 
ther figure. And Belafonte 
spoke far more positively 
about young black celebri¬ 
ties than he did two years 
ago when he chastised Jay 
Z, Beyonce and others for 
turning “their back on so¬ 
cial responsibility.” 

At the 92nd Street Y, Jay Z 
was in the audience nod¬ 
ding his head as Belafonte 
praised him, Usher and 
Common for renewing a 
commitment to change af¬ 
ter a “very me” generation 
immediately following the 
civil rights era. 

“I'm glad I lived long 


enough to see this emer¬ 
gence,” he said. 

Usher has a new single out, 
“Chains,” which protests 
racism and police violence. 
“Chains” features cameos 
by Nas and Bibi Bourelly, 
and an interactive video 
that stops playing if you 
turn away from the images 
of Michael Brown, Eric Gar¬ 
ner and other black men 
who were killed recently. 
The video was made with 
the assistance of Belafonte 
and his nonprofit organi¬ 
zation www.sankofa.org, 
which supports social en¬ 
gagement by artists. 

“This conversation comes 
at a time when I think it's a 
necessity for us as artists to 
use our platforms in a sig¬ 
nificant way," Usher said. 


adding that Belafonte and 
his peers “used everything 
they’ve got, or they had, 
in order for us to have that 
platform.” 

Speaking before an ad¬ 
miring, multigenerational 
crowd that often called 
out praise and encourage¬ 
ment, Belafonte assumed 
the role of teacher, summa¬ 
rizing the history of black re¬ 
silience dating back to slav¬ 
ery and defining the power 
of art as a way to slow “the 
rush to the bank.” He has 
criticized President Barack 
Obama in the past as too 
cautious and at the 92nd 
Street Y ridiculed Obama’s 
campaign slogan “Yes We 
Can.” 

“The political cleverness, if 
you want to call it that, (is) 


the sentence was never fin¬ 
ished,” Belafonte said. “Yes 
we can what?” 

Usher, meanwhile, was ea¬ 
ger to complete that sen¬ 
tence. He became tearful 
as he spoke of making the 
country “a land of hope” 
and seemed to be asking 
himself as much as anyone 
where any future move¬ 
ment might lead.
